A few minutes later 
Brakeman 'Rice of the- freight stag- 
gered into the depot in an exhausted 
condition with an injured leg and told 
of the horror, only in details. • The 
number of dead and Injured was not 
known, as he had started for aid as 
soon as he collected;, his senses after 
the . accidfent. ' Night 'Agent Bert Rut;
